Lucas, Chesser arrested for wanton endangerment

Allegedly being intoxicat¬ 
ed and giving false answers 
to police officers didn’t get 
him arrested, but a sexual 
act that caused an accident 
did. 

Former city police officer 
Kyle Lucas, 32, of 208 Ham¬ 
lin Way was charged last 
week with second-degree 


wanton endangerment, sev¬ 
eral weeks after an accident 
that occurred while he was a 
passenger in a vehicle on US 
127 in Franklin County 
The driver, Courtney 
Chesser, 19, of 803 Leawood, 
Frankfort was also charged 
with second-degree wanton 


endangerment and leaving 
the scene of an accident. 

At the time of the acci¬ 
dent, Lucas was “perform- 
ing a sexual act” on Chesser, 
causing her to take her eyes 
off the road and crash into 
a guard rail, according to a 
report released by the Frank¬ 


lin County Sheriff’s Office, 
which investigated the acci¬ 
dent that occurred around 
1:30 a.m. 

Lucas, who police said 
originally would not be 
charged, was charged Feb. 
20 after Franklin County 
Attorney Rick Sparks issued 
a warrant for his arrest.

PG rating needed for Family Court? 


Complaint filed after judge cusses

A cuss word uttered in court Feb. 15 by 
Family Court Judge John David Myles has 
prompted a Bowling Green attorney to file a 
complaint. 

Myles, who represents 
Anderson, Shelby and Spencer 
counties in the 53rd Judicial 
District, told attorney Travis 
Lock that he didn’t “give a 
rat’s ass” when Lock addressed 
Myles during a divorce hear¬ 
ing. 

Lock said that Myles’ 
behavior was unacceptable to him. 

“He made it obvious by slamming the 
folder shut that he was done listening to 
me,” he said. 

“I asked him if he knew I had a motion 
pending, and that’s when he said, 1 don’t 
give a rat’s ass,’ and cut me off. So the basis 
for my complaint with the judicial conduct 
commission is that that judge would not 


allow me to place my legal argument on the 
record, which I have a legal responsibility 
to do. 

“Also, telling me he doesn’t give ‘a rat’s 
ass’ violates Cannon 1,2 and 3 of the Ken¬ 
tucky Code of Judicial Conduct. That code 
says a judge has an obligation to treat every¬ 
one who comes into the courtroom with 
dignity, respect and courtesy.” 

Lock said the filed that complaint last 
Thursday, along with an affidavit with 
the supreme court asking to have a special 
judge appointed. 

Scott D. Majors, executive secretary of 
the Judicial Conduct Commission, said that 
Myles has not been disciplined by the com¬ 
mission before and added he could not con¬ 
firm or deny if a complaint had been filed 
against him in this case. 

Myles did not return phone calls from 
The Sentinel-News. 

He was quoted as follows by television 
station WHAS11, “I have tried to maintain 
decorum at all times, and to the extent I 
have erred, I apologize.”

Wild Turkey brings bottling, 
62 jobs, back to Anderson

Last summer’s $50 million 
expansion at the Wild Turkey Dis¬ 
tillery created long-term stability. 

Last week’s announced $44 
million expansion 
will create jobs, and 
plenty of them. 

Bottling of the 
world-famous bour¬ 
bon will return to 
Anderson County 
next year, bringing 
with it up to 62 jobs, 
according to a news 
release from Gov. 

Steve Beshear’s office. 

Long-awaited confirmation of 
the incentive-laden project was 
music to the ears of local and 
state officials who have worked 
to improve Anderson County’s 
economy through job creation and 
growth. 

“Jobs, jobs, jobs!” said Judge- 
Executive John Wayne Conway. 
“When I got the official word 
about this, it just lit up my day. 

“This is great news for Ander¬ 
son County. Gaining 62 jobs will 
help the housing market pick back 
up, will mean people will borrow 
money and spend their money 
here with local businesses. 

“Everyone is going to reap the 
benefits from these jobs.” 

The bottling facility, which was 
closed here nearly a decade ago, is 
expected to open in 2013. The own¬ 
ers of Wild Turkey, Gruppo Cam¬ 
pari, said in a news release that the 
new facility will also bottle Skyy 
vodka, its largest US-based brand. 

Beshear’s office said the state’s 
Economic Development Finance 
Authority has preliminarily 
approved $2 million in tax incen¬ 
tives, provided the company meets 
job and investment targets. 

Also approved were up to 
$350,000 in tax benefits to offset 
sales and use taxes on construction 
costs, fixtures and equipment used 
in research and development. 

The Anderson County Fiscal 
Court is expected to offer incen¬ 
tives, too, and met last Tuesday 
night in closed session to discuss 
the issue. The court took no action, 
and will likely discuss it again 
next Tuesday morning. 

The company’s CEO said in 
a news release the incentives 
offered prove how much state and 
local officials value having Wild

of someone who didn’t want pomp and 
circumstance. 

“Walter never did anything to exalt 
Walter,” the Rev. Jim Wheeler, senior 
pastor at First Christian, said. 

Walter’s son Bill Patrick, with whom 
Walter shared a Main Street law office 
for more than 30 years, echoed Wheel¬ 
er’s eulogy. 

“He would say, ‘Don’t make a fuss 
over me; have a drink,”’ Bill said. 

Walter Patrick, born in Burgin, 
moved to Lawrenceburg and opened 
a law office in 1952, where he worked 
as an attorney until his retirement in 
2010. 

Although no longer practicing law, 
Patrick didn’t stop working on behalf 
of Anderson County. 

Many who knew him said he was 
happiest when working on a project, 
his most recent being an attempt to 
unify city and county into one local 
government. 

He served Anderson County as city 
attorney from 1952-1972; attorney for 
the Board of Education from 1978-1998; 
circuit judge for the 53rd Judicial Dis¬ 
trict for Anderson, Shelby and Spencer 
counties in 1972; and special circuit 
judge for the 50th Judicial District and 
11th Judicial District during the 70s. 

Patrick also served the community 
through civic roles as the announcer

for the annual Lawrenceburg Horse 
Show for 35 years, and took on leader¬ 
ship roles as a member of the Ameri¬ 
can Legion Post 34, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Post in Frankfort and the Rotary 
Club. 

“He guided me a lot,” Wayne Hanks, 
the Lawrenceburg Fair and Horse 
Show manager, said. “Walter still 
showed Saddle horses, and Walter was 
a leader. We’re gonna miss him. In fact, 

I already miss him. Walter is one of the 
last old-time leaders of our commu¬ 
nity.” Patrick was also a farmer, owner 
and breeder of American Saddlebred 


horses, and was a supporter of the 
Anderson Humane Society. 

Alex Patrick, Walter’s only grand¬ 
child, remembers her grandfather as 
the man who lived next door to her 
since she was 13, who took her Christ¬ 
mas shopping every year to any store 
she wanted to go. 

He was a big UK basketball fan, she 
said, and didn’t believe her grandfather 
had missed a game since the ‘50s. 

“He always wanted me to go to UK 
because he went to UK,” Alex, who 
comes from a legacy of UK graduates, 
said. “He always wanted to see me be a 
Dance Cat. That was always his dream 
for me.” 

Like he loved the Wildcats, Walter 
also highly valued education. 

A World War II veteran, Walter 
attended UK through the GI Bill, and 
later established the Anderson County 
Scholarship Fund in 1977. He served as 
administrator for the project until his 
death. 

“When he started that he said 
his goal was that every student that 
graduated from Anderson County who 
wanted a scholarship would get one,” 
Alex said. 

According to Bill Patrick, the Ander¬ 
son County Scholarship fund’s princi¬ 
pal exceeded $2.2 million. 

“That was his brainchild alone,” Bill 
said, adding his father had requested 
that he and Thomas Smith take over 
the fund’s administration. 

Wheeler, senior pastor of First Chris¬ 
tian Church, said Patrick was always 
wiling to assist the church with its 


legal documents, including its bylaws 
and articles of incorporation, and 
always did so free of charge. 

Patrick, who had been a member of 
First Christian for more than 50 years, 
was more of a “behind the scenes” kind 
of leader, Wheeler said. 

“Mr. Patrick was a wonderful sup¬ 
porter of the church,” Wheeler said. 
“He was always willing through the 
years to do anything, especially legally, 
that we needed.” 

Wheeler shared a story during 
his eulogy about Patrick’s role as the 
church’s board chairman, his attention 
to beginning and ending the 4:30 p.m. 
Sunday meetings on time. 

“He [Walter Patrick] said everyone 
will be ready to get home for supper 
so they will do their job and leave,” he 
said. 

Daughter Tandy Patrick also shared 
stories about her father — his expec¬ 
tation of strong work ethic from his 
children, the first time Tandy was to 
meet her stepmother and Walter’s wife 
Barbara — to the laughter of those 
gathered to remember him at Sunday’s 
memorial service. 

“I think sharing his stories keeps his 
spirit alive among us,” she said.

Lucas was arrested in 
Lawrenceburg by the 
city police, and imme¬ 
diately posted a $2,000 
bond at the Anderson 
County Courthouse. 

Chesser was arrested 
two days later in Frank¬ 
lin County, and released 
on her own recognizance. 

Both are scheduled to 
appear March 6 at 9 a.m. 
in Franklin County Dis¬ 
trict Court. 

The wanton endan- 
germent charges are 
both Class A misdemean¬ 
ors. 

According to the 
arrest warrant for Lucas, 
he was charged for 
“conduct which created 
a substantial danger 
of physical injury to 
another person. While 
a passenger in a motor 
vehicle, [Lucas] inten¬ 
tionally engaged in a 
physical contact with 
the driver of the motor 
vehicle, which distracted 
her... causing her to 
wreck and placing other 
drivers at substantial 
danger of injury.” 

The aftermath of the 
accident was caught on 
tape by a Lexington tele¬ 
vision station, which did 
not identify Lucas at the 
time.

Footage showed Lucas, 
who was off duty at the 
time, standing along¬ 
side US 127, then being 
administered a test to 
measure his breath for 
alcohol. 

Although the accident 
was in Franklin County, 
that test was shown 
being administered by 
Lawrenceburg Police 
officer Les Vogt, who was 
called to the scene. 

The Anderson News 
saw the footage and 
contacted the Franklin 
County Sheriff’s Office 


and Lawrenceburg 
Mayor Edwinna Baker 
for more information. 

The following day, 
Baker said that Lucas 
had already turned in 
his resignation and that 
an internal investiga¬ 
tion into the matter was 
closed. 

City police Lt. Chris 
Atkins said the purpose 
of the breath test admin¬ 
istered by a Lawrence¬ 
burg officer was part of 
that investigation, and 
the Lucas failed the test. 

According to police

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reports, witnesses said 
they heard Lucas tell 
Chesser to run imme¬ 
diately following the 
accident, which Lucas 
denied. 

When police arrived, 
they found Lucas on 
private property behind 
a fence. According to a 
report, he first told them 
he did not know the 
identity of the woman 


driving the van, and 
later gave them another 
woman’s name. 

It wasn’t until later 
that he revealed Chess¬ 
er’s name to fellow Law¬ 
renceburg officers, who 
questioned her hours 
later in Lawrenceburg. 
She admitted driving 
the van, and told officers 
about the sexual act. 

“The intoxication and 


wreck played a small 
part in it,” said Atkins. 
“There’s nothing against 
the law about being in a 
vehicle intoxicated. 

“It was his dishonesty 
at the scene with depu¬ 
ties from Franklin Coun¬ 
ty and telling [Chesser] 
to run.”

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Supreme Court 
sides with King 

Decision sparks rematch between King, Stevens

It took only three hours last week for the Ken¬ 
tucky Supreme Court to confirm what state Rep. 
Kim King has been saying all along — that a redis¬ 
tricting map signed into law by the governor earlier 
this year was unconstitutional. 

That ruling means King, who rep¬ 
resents the 55th District comprised 
of Anderson, Mercer and a portion of 
Spencer County, will be able to seek 
re-election here this fall. 

“We were very excited for a couple 
of reasons,” said King. “They told us 
we would get an expedited decision, 
meaning we expected it sometime this 
week, certainly not three hours after 
we left the courtroom. 

“I was back home working in my district when 
I started getting text messages and calls with the 
unanimous decision.” 

The ruling also serves up a rematch between 
King, a Republican, and Democrat Kent Stevens, 
who held the seat until King defeated him in 2010. 

Had the new district lines been upheld, King, 
who lives in Mercer County, would not have been 
eligible to seek re-election here. Once the redistrict 
map was signed into law, Anderson County Republi¬ 
cans Marty Terry, Charles Ransdell and Dean Lickli- 
ter all filed to run for the seat. 

On Monday, King said all three have told her 
they have withdrawn, meaning neither she nor Ste¬ 
vens will face a primary challenge in May. 

“They have all been in my office or phoned,” 
King said. “They said they filed because they 
weren’t going to let it be handed back to their for¬ 
mer representative.” 

A fourth candidate from Spencer County also 
filed, but according to reports in the Spencer Mag¬ 
net, that person lives in the 58th District.

Dairy Cheer owner 
wanted by police 

Compton owes former employees thousands

The owner of the now-closed Dairy Cheer res¬ 
taurant who allegedly stiffed employees out of 
thousands of dollars in pay just before Christmas is 
facing numerous felony and misdemeanor charges. 

Lou Compton, who operated the store for just a 
couple of months before skipping town, is wanted 
on 14 arrest warrants, including five Class D felo¬ 
nies for theft by deception over $500, and nine Class 
A misdemeanors for theft by deception under $500, 
according to information obtained from the Ander¬ 
son County Sheriff’s Office. 

The sheriff’s office confirmed it is actively 
searching for Compton, but by Friday had yet been 
able to serve the arrest warrants. 

Compton, who also operated Dairy Cheer stores 
in other parts of the state, allegedly issued cold pay- 
checks or none at all to an estimated 30 employees 
and owes them a combined $12,000, according to the 
store’s former general manager, Catherine Zimmer¬ 
man, who said she’s thrilled to see criminal charges 
against Compton. 

“I won’t rest until she’s behind bars,” Zimmerman 
said, adding that she thinks Compton may be some¬ 
where in Louisville. “She was nice enough to issue 
me a W-2 [tax form] on the bounced checks she gave 
me, and they were postmarked out of Louisville.” 

The plight of Dairy Cheer employees made head¬ 
lines across the region last December. At that time, 
numerous employees publicly complained they 
either hadn’t been paid or received bounced checks, 
and were unable to provide Christmas gifts for their 
families or pay their bills. 

“I’m out about $800,” said former employee 
Roland Polk. “Since I started, I received only one 
paycheck, and that was for $13. The next was for 
$247, but it bounced.” 

“She owes me about $500, and this is a load of 
crap,” said former employee James Cunningham. “I 
have a newborn baby, and now I can’t give my fam¬ 
ily Christmas.” 

Zimmerman, the former manager, organized the 
employees, who went to County Attorney Bobbi 
Jo Lewis’ office to file complaints, and then on to 
Judge-Executive John Wayne Conway’s office to 
obtain a permit to solicit donations. 

The community responded, and donated thou¬ 
sands of dollars in cash and gifts to employees who 
positioned themselves in several locations around 
Lawrenceburg.

Senate bill good start, 
but more is needed 

Also this week, a civics lesson and thoughts on Walter Patrick 

C olumn as I see ’em... 

It’s good to see I’m not alone in yammering for taxing dis¬ 
tricts to be made more accountable. 

The state senate agrees, at least when it comes to libraries. 
During the recent session, the senate passed a bill 
that would give judge-executives and their fiscal 
courts the power to appoint those they consider best 
suited to serve as library trustees. 

The current system is nothing short of a charade 
in which the library trustees “recommend” new 
appointees, which are then “voted” on by the fiscal 
court. 

Trouble is, the so-called recommendations are 
actually mandates, and the vote of the fiscal court 
a sham that makes magistrates nothing more than 
shills of the system. Just a few months ago, the judge- 
executive wanted to reject a library appointee, only to 
be told that legally he couldn’t do so. 

And if that weren’t bad enough, consider this. 

When the library or health board or fire district present their 
budgets for fiscal court “approval,” that vote is meaningless, too. 
Magistrates aren’t actually approving those budgets, simply vot¬ 
ing to acknowledge having seen those budgets. 

Why bother at all? 

While I’m certainly happy to see the senate support this bill, it 
clearly doesn’t go far enough. The Senate (where oh where is the 
House on this?) needs to scrap the entire system related to taxing 
districts and start over by first giving final budget and tax rate 
approval powers to elected fiscal courts, along with appointment 
powers. 

Then when a taxing district gets out of control (see the Ander¬ 
son County Board of Health, circa 2008), voters will know exactly 
who to blame and kick them out of office. 

S peaking of approval powers, it’s a shame when politicians 
elected to make decisions run for the tall grass by subcon¬ 
tracting their obligations in the name of a public referen¬ 
dum. 

First a civics lesson. America was not founded as a democracy, 
despite what you may have learned (or were never taught at all) 
in school. 

Instead, we live in a representative republic designed in a way 
that gives us the freedom to choose who we want to represent us 
in government, and them the freedom to make decisions on our 
behalf. 

If we reject their decisions, our job is to vote them out of office 
and elect someone we think will do a better job. 

Democracy in its purest form was rejected by our Founding 
Fathers if for no other reason than it allows for tyranny of the 
majority. 

Think slavery would have ended had it been up for a public 
vote in the 1800s? Exactly. 

The same holds true today, a good example being the governor’s 
failed attempt to have a public vote on gambling. 

Such a vote would almost certainly have passed, but don’t 
think for a moment that the governor and those lobbying for a 
referendum didn’t have ulterior motives. Knowing full well the 
Evangelical repercussions, Beshear would have plenty of political 
cover when he signed gambling into law by saying he was acting 
only as a servant of the people. 

Not exactly a get out of Hell free card from the Baptists, but 
certainly a measure of forgiveness that would not have been 
forthcoming had he and his gambling supporters done so without 
a public vote. 

Besides, if it’s good practice to have public votes on difficult 
decisions, why not go whole hog and let us vote on what our prop¬ 
erty and payroll tax levels should be, along state, school, county, 
city, library, health and fire department budgets? 

I’m guessing the governor and those running the other govern¬ 
ment bodies would be just a bit more gun shy about that. 

Don’t you? 

S peaking of forthcoming, that word very well describes the 
late Walter Patrick, a man I most certainly will miss. 

I’d be lying if I said I knew Walter very well. Almost all 
of our interactions were on a professional level, the lion’s share 
being over the past couple of years as he tried to unite city and 
county government. 

Walter approached me about that idea early on, and did his 
level best to ensure that the local newspaper editor had a good 
grasp on the issue. 

Did he also want to ensure he had at least some editorial page 
support, too? Of course he did, and I credit him for understanding 
how important that support can be. 

But unlike many who work that angle, Walter never once tried 
doing so under any pretense. He was direct about wanting my 
support and determined to make sure I knew enough about this 
issue to gain it. 

There are a million things I’ll never know about Walter, but 
the one thing I do know is that he was always straightforward 
and honest with me each time we spoke. 

That is one of the truest measures of a man in my book, and 
one that in all too many instances is sorely lacking today.

Honoring heritage should happen year around 


I t’s never too late to cel¬ 
ebrate your heritage. 

Take the members of 
Second Christian 
Church in Law¬ 
renceburg, for 
example. 

They’ve 
devoted Febru¬ 
ary, and spe¬ 
cifically this past 
Sunday, to cel¬ 
ebrating Black 
History Month, 
and highlighting 
the contributions 
of famous Afri¬ 
can-Americans 
and traditional culture. 

Hope Franklin, who has 
been a member of Second 
Christian Church since 
she was born, said showing 
where you’ve come from can 
encourage others to invent 
and discover, just as other 
African-Americans that 
came before have. 

“It’s just to keep our heri¬ 
tage alive and let the chil¬ 
dren and other youth know 
what we’ve been through, 
what our ancestors have 
been through, so it’s not for¬ 
gotten,” Franklin said. 

Second Christian Church’s 
celebration has slowly built 
upon itself, adding new com¬ 
ponents little by little each 
year. 

About 10 years ago congre¬ 
gation members began dress¬ 
ing in traditional African 
clothing to commemorate 
their roots. 


“Some do it throughout 
the year, it’s not just for Black 
History [month],” Franklin 
said. 

A few years later a feast 
of soul food, including tra¬ 
ditional favorites like pigs’ 
feet, salmon croquettes, corn 
pudding, baked beans and 
much, more, started to gather 
church goers for February 
fellowship on the fourth 
Sunday. 

Pastor Ramon Smith, who 
has been tending the flock at 
Second Christian for about 30 
years, said he started inter¬ 
jecting history tidbits during 
the traditional meal about 
five years ago. 

This year, Smith high¬ 
lighted African-Americans 
from a myriad of career 
fields and time periods, from 
Martin Luther King Jr. to 
Robert L. Johnson, president 
of the Black Entertainment 
television network. 

Smith said he also spoke 
about Daniel Hale Williams, 
who performed the first 
open heart surgery; Garrett 
A. Morgan, who invented 
the gas mask and the traffic 
light, originally from Paris, 
Ky.; and Lewis Latimer, who 
worked with Thomas Edison 
and developed carbon fila¬ 
ments for the electric light 
bulb. 

“Those are things we try to 
bring up and talk about and 
encourage our young people 
to pursue their dreams,” 
Smith said. “We have a lot of 


opportunity in this country, 
and we need to take advan¬ 
tage of it.” 

As a nation, we’ve blocked 
off specific months to try to 
celebrate the many differ¬ 
ent cultures that make up 
America: 

February is designated for 
Black History. 

Sept. 15 through Oct. 15 
is for celebrating Hispanic 
Heritage. 

Native American History 
gets November. 

My fear is that we’re just 
compartmentalizing all of 
these amazing types of cul¬ 
tures into limited boxes of 30 
calendar days. 

Even if your genes don’t 
reflect a specific ethnic 
make-up, it’s important to 
acknowledge those cultures 
and countries and people 
that formed your peers, 
friends and neighbors, as 
well as yourself. 

And not just because it’s 
the appropriate month. 

I believe that’s a sentiment 
that congregation members 
at Second Christian Church 
would agree with. 

But I won’t be so bold as to 
speak for Second Christian. 

Franklin already said 
what I wanted to express, 
anyway: 

“It’s not just February that 
we want to celebrate, but all 
year.”

I believe cargo cults are 
illustrative of an emotional 
vehicle used in an innocent 
attempt to find a higher 
authority to legitimize man’s 
existence. 

The article is somewhat 
humorous in that the author 
believes that her religion 
is different from the cargo 
cult religion practiced 
by the Tannan Islanders. 
Under close perlustra- 
tion any normal person 
would perceive numerous 
similarities. Though our cul¬ 
tures are worlds apart, our 
approach to eternal happi¬ 
ness is much the same. Let’s 
investigate further. 

Any religion will suffice, 
but for comparison’s sake, 
let’s assume the author is a 
WASP (white Anglo-Saxon 
protestant), a Christian who 


follows Jesus Christ. 

The article informs the 
reader that the islanders wor¬ 
ship a god in human form 
who came down from the 
skies in an airplane, perhaps 
a polished and shiny flying 
chariot bearing gifts. Soon 
the god departs but promises 
to return bringing gifts. He 
is now an unseen god who 
promises to return. 

The Christian God is an 
ancient one who spoke to 
man from a burning bush 
and sent his son in human 
form who died and then rose 
from the grave.

Perhaps writer, soldier 
and explorer Sir Richard 
Francis Burton (1821-1890) 
said it best: “The more I 
study religions the more I am 
convinced that man never 
worshipped anything but 
himself.”

Clerk’s 
Office 
strives to 
provide 
information that will 
better assist the con¬ 
sumer with their trans¬ 
actions in our office We 
want your experience 
to be as pleasant as pos¬ 
sible. Each year, the 
Department of Rev¬ 
enue places a value on 
your vehicle. Tax rates 
set by each taxing dis¬ 
trict are then applied to 
your vehicle’s value. 

By law the Depart¬ 
ment of Revenue is 
required to send out 


reminder notices on 
each vehicle 45 days 
before a vehicle’s taxes 
are due and/or the 
license expires. This 
card provides the con¬ 
sumer with the amount 
due, assessed value 
and other important 
information. The owner 
then has until the expi¬ 
ration date to bring in 
the renewal registra¬ 
tion (blue), which was 
given to them last year, 
to re-new the vehicles 
license and/or pay the 
vehicles taxes. 

If the registration 
receipt can’t be located, 
a signed, notarized affi¬ 
davit is required from 
the registered owner 
in order to license that 
vehicle. In addition, by 
law, insurance com¬ 
panies are required to 
submit insurance proof 
to the Department of 
Insurance, however, 
you may be asked for 
proof. 

March is also the 
renewal month for 
farm vehicles, com¬ 


mercial vehicles, motor 
homes, campers and 
trailer plates. 

Farm tags are for 
individuals engaged in 
farming, and require a 
signed affidavit from 
the registered owner in 
order to obtain one or 
renew one. 

Farm plates cost the 
same as standard plates. 
There has been a $10 
donation fee associated 
to these plates. 

This fee is designed to 
be split between Ken¬ 
tucky Proud, 4-H and 
the FFA, but is optional 
and can be removed 
at your request. Farm 


vehicles being licensed 
for 55,000 or more 
require a completed 
2290 form (Heavy High¬ 
way Vehicle Use Tax 
Return). 

Commercial plates 
are for vehicles that 
are used for business 
purposes and begin at 
a 10,000 pound rating. 

A vehicle licensed for 
14,000 pounds or more, 
requires commercial 
insurance. (Check with 
the Department of 
Vehicle Enforcement 
for additional rules and 
regulations). 

Trailers being towed 
by these vehicles must 


also be licensed. Stan¬ 
dard plates give more 
options for the indi¬ 
vidual not engaged in a 
business. An individual 
can choose from a vari¬ 
ety of plates, including 
specialty and personal¬ 
ized plates.

grown. 

As March rolls in, the 
gardening bug hits us at full 
force. The warm tempera¬ 
tures make it even worse. We 
want to get out there and 
dig in the dirt. Go ahead. I 
wouldn’t plant anything out¬ 
side just yet, though. 

We should be able to put 
some plants out the third 
week in March. That’s when 
you can plant onion sets, let¬ 
tuce, radish, kale and spinach. 
You can sow peas then, too. 
The first week of April you 
can add plants of broccoli, 
cauliflower, kohlrabi, beets 
and sow carrot seeds. 

We’re going to be busy dig¬ 
ging very soon now, so just 
hold your horses a little bit 
longer. Spring will come. It 
always does. In the meantime, 
you may have already opened 
a few windows a time or two. 

Letting sunshine and fresh 
air into the house always lifts 
the spirits. 

In the winter, the air in the 
house gets a little stale. Some 
folks buy air fresheners and 
candles. I like to make my 
own air fresheners because 
it’s cheap, easy and not full of 
strange chemicals. 

The easiest of air freshen¬ 
ers is lemon juice heated on 
the stove or in a crock pot. 

I like a little more spice, so 
here’s is a recipe that will 
make you say “Mmm.” You 
can even let it cool and store 
it in a jar in the refrigerator 
for another day. It will store 
for about two weeks. 

Start with at least 2 cups of 
water in a saucepan or crock 
pot. Add a cinnamon stick 
(or 1 teaspoon of ground), 1 
teaspoon vanilla extract, 1 tea¬ 
spoon whole or ground cloves 
and 1 teaspoon allspice. 

Let it heat to a boil and 
then put it on a low simmer. 
Easy peasy. 

Now, get your gardening 
act together. Spring is only 
three Mondays away.

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potatoes, tomatoes and pep¬ 
pers. 

The peak growing season 
in Kentucky is June to Octo¬ 
ber. Look for an eggplant that 
doesn’t have tan patches, scars 
or bruises. An eggplant should 
feel heavy. One that seems 
light for its size may not have 
a good flavor. 

While I usually think of 
eggplant as beautiful dark 
purple, there are white egg¬ 
plant, mauve, yellow and 
green varieties. Some are even 
striped. 

Store eggplant in the veg¬ 
etable bin in the refrigerator 
but it’s best to use soon. 

I usually peel the eggplant 
because the skin can be tough. 
Eggplant can be baked, grilled 
or sauteed. It works well with 


tomatoes, onions, garlic and 
cheese. Eggplant is very ver¬ 
satile but it isn’t good raw. 
Frying may taste good but it 
seems to absorb a lot oil and 
taste quite greasy. 

Eggplant is nutritious, 
naturally low in calories and 
is a fair source of potassium, 
iron and protein. A half cup 
of plain eggplant has only 15 
calories. 

Most importantly, eggplant 
is a very good source of fiber. 
Give it a try for a healthy 
main dish or side dish. 

If you like the recipe below, 
you may also want to try 
Moussaka. I love Greek food 
and this is one of my favorites. 
I adapted the recipe to make 
it easier and used ingredients, 
which were more commonly 
found in Kentucky kitchens. 

You can find many varia¬ 
tions of Moussaka online. My 
version of Moussaka is avail¬ 


able at the Anderson County 
Extension Office or on our 
website at www.ces,ca.uky. 
edu/anderson/ or you can just 
search for Anderson County 
KY Extension Office online.

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Anderson schools adjust to new standards after NCLB waiver

The Department 
of Education granted 
Kentucky its request 
on Feb. 9 for a No Child 
Left Behind waiver, 
and school districts like 
Anderson County now 
need to adjust to a new 
state assessment system 
for educational stan¬ 
dards. 

The state’s new 
Unbridled Learning 
Accountability Model, 
as outlined through 
Senate Bill 1, focuses on 
meeting one Average 
Measureable Objective 
or AMO instead of the 
many separate learning 
targets required with 
the old assessment and 


accountability system. 

“We had to make a 
lot of preparations to go 
on and be ready,” Sha¬ 
ron Jackman, Anderson 
County’s instructional 
supervisor, said, of 
establishing the new 
assessment model in 
curriculum and testing. 

The school district 
has been preparing for 
the possibility of being 
accepted for the NCLB 
waiver for months, hav¬ 
ing received an outline 
of KDE’s new standards 
model in October 2011. 

The main difference, 
Jackman said, will be 
the focus on just one 
target as opposed to 10- 
13 different targets that 
a district must meet. 

This past September, 


the Anderson County 
school district failed to 
meet its NCLB standards 
for the second year in a 
row, but made improve¬ 
ments in reading and 
math. 

In the nine years that 
the district had been 
regulated by NCLB, 
Anderson County 
schools had met 100 per¬ 
cent of objectives four 
times: 2004, 2005, 2007 
and 2009. 

“The old accountabil¬ 
ity system was mainly 
achievement, and now 
it’s going to be multi¬ 
faceted,” she said. 

The new model is 
more defined in what 
educators can com¬ 
municate as learning 
targets to their students, 


Jackman and superin¬ 
tendent Sheila Mitchell 
said, either through 
online “snapshots,” or by 
posting targets in class¬ 
rooms. 

“We know exactly 
what each grade level is 
expected to accomplish,” 
Jackman said. 

Each school will 
receive a score based 
on a calculation that 
weighs achievement, 
gap, growth, college/ 
career readiness and 
graduation rate scores. 
The overall district will 
also receive a point total 
based on the same com¬ 
ponents. 

Eventually, Mitchell 
and Jackman said, pro¬ 
gram reviews and per¬ 
formance reviews for 


educators and admin¬ 
istrators will be added 
into the district’s overall 
score. Programs that 
will be reviewed this 
year, but not officially 
measured include writ¬ 
ing, arts and humani¬ 
ties, and practical liv¬ 
ing/career studies. 

Several staff mem¬ 
bers from Anderson 
County are participat¬ 
ing in a pilot program to 
determine the validity 
of these performance 
reviews, Mitchell said. 

Each individual 
student will also be 
expected to make the 
equivalent of a full 
year’s progress. 

A student’s growth 
will be measured 
based upon calcula¬ 


tion of three standard 
deviations, with cer¬ 
tain underperforming 
schools facing state 
consequences depending 
on where they fall on 
the standard deviation 
curve. 

Mitchell and Jack- 
man said although the 
formula is complex, and 
they’re unsure how it 
will impact the district, 
they hope that the new 
assessment model will 
be an improvement. 

“We hope that it’s 
more effective,” Mitch¬ 
ell said. 

The district will offer 
an educational public 
forum about the new 
standards and assess¬ 
ment model on March 
22 at 6:30 p.m.

Walter Patrick, 85, 
died Feb. 22 at Central 
Baptist Hospital in Lex¬ 
ington. 

He was the youngest 
of seven children born in 
Burgin, Ky., to the late 
William and Martha 
Shepherd Patrick.

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Fiscal court to public library: Don t spend your money 


Magistrates ask library 
to place surplus 
revenue in escrow

The Anderson Public 
Library should place 
its surplus revenue in 
escrow until a lawsuit 
in northern Kentucky is 
resolved. 

That’s the message 
the Anderson County 
Fiscal Court sent library 
officials last Tuesday 
when it unanimously 
approved a motion to 
send a letter, asking 
them to do so. 

At issue are pending 
lawsuits in Campbell 
and Kenton counties, 
where a taxpayer group 
is challenging the legal¬ 
ity of how libraries there 
have raised tax rates for 
decades. 

Those libraries, like 
Anderson’s, utilize 
House Bill 44, which out¬ 
lines how tax rates are 
increased. The lawsuit 
contends libraries that 
want to raise or lower 
tax rates are legally 
bound to follow an 
actual written law, KRS 
173, which in Anderson’s 
case would require 51 
percent of the number 
of people who voted in 
the most recent election 
to sign a petition, which 
would then be presented 
to the fiscal court for its 
approval or rejection. 

Those who filed 
the suit want libraries 
there to refund decades 
of taxes they say were 
improperly charged and 
collected. 


Magistrate David 
Ruggles made the 
motion to send the letter, 
saying he has spent con¬ 
siderable time research¬ 
ing the issue. 

“At the very least 
they should put a freeze 
on any reserve cash they 
have in case a judge does 
make them do some¬ 
thing with their money,” 
Ruggles said. “They 
have over $1 million in 
reserve, and ought to 
leave it alone until the 
outcome has been ren¬ 
dered.” 

Ruggles acknowl¬ 
edged that the fiscal 
court has no control¬ 
ling authority over the 
library board, but said 
because the fiscal court 
played a roll in creating 
the library in the 1960s, 
he feels obligated to 
weigh in on the issue. 

“We ought to at least 
tell them what they 
should do with that 
money,” he said. 

It’s unclear how 
much money would be 
locally at stake since 
the library’s formation 
nearly 50 years ago. At 
that time, the tax rate 
was set at 25 cents per 
$1,000 assessed valuation 
on real estate. The cur¬ 
rent rate is 88 cents per 
thousand. 

The letter asks library 
director Pam Mullins 
and each board member 
to “seriously consider 
placing excess reserves 
of the library in an 
escrow account. Mullins 
did not respond to voice 
and email requests seek¬ 
ing comment. 

Ruggles said he 
doesn’t expect the

library board, which 
is considering a major 
expansion project, to do 
as requested. 

“Probably not,” Rug¬ 
gles said. “They are going 
to do what they want to 
do.” 

Ruggles added that 
the request at least 
allows taxpayers to see 
that the fiscal court is 
watching out for them, 
and hopefully quell 
future concerns. 

“People come up to 
me all the time and ask 


why [the fiscal court] 
doesn’t doing anything 
about the library and 
health boards,” Ruggles 
said, referencing issues 
that arose when the 
health board authorized 
a new building that ulti¬ 
mately put its solvency 
in jeopardy. “I tell them 
we can’t because we 
don’t have the authority. 

“This has been going 
on since before [the 
newspaper] started writ¬ 
ing about it. People look 
at their tax bill and see 


that the library tax is 
70 percent of what the 
fiscal court collects and 
don’t like it. 

“I’m pro-library, it 
just needs some checks 
and balances. There’s no 
reason for it to have $2 
million in reserve, which 
they had until they 
paid down debt on their 
building. Obviously, 
their taxes are too high.” 

The letter marks the 
second time in the past 
month that the library 
board has been asked to 


place its reserve funds 
in escrow. Earlier, Judge- 
Executive John Wayne 
Conway asked for a 
motion to do so, but did 
not get one from the fis¬ 
cal court. 

Library trustees 
who received the let¬ 
ter are Amy Kennedy, 
Katie Hutton, Martha 
McNaghten, Jane Scott 
Bentley and Bryan Proc¬ 
tor.

Mallard Cove 
residents told no 

Get an attorney and 
fix up your own entry¬ 
way. 

That was the message 
magistrates delivered 
last Tuesday night to a 
covey of Mallard Cove 
residents who continued 
their complaints about 
the entrance to their 
private community off 
Highway 248 in western 
Anderson County. 

Residents there have 
argued for the past two 
years that taxpayers 
should maintain Buck- 
ley Road, which allows 
them to access their 
community. 

County Attorney 
Bobbi Jo Lewis said that 
can’t happen, though, 
because the road is not 
part of the county road 
maintenance system. 

She said Buckley 
Lane is indeed a public 
road, but not a county 
road as defined by state 
statutes. 

The only way the fis¬ 


cal court could legally 
spend money to fix it, 
she said, was to vote to 
accept the road as part 
of the county system. 

Magistrates voted 6-1 
against doing so. Only 
Magistrate Kenny Bar¬ 
nett, who represents 
that portion of the coun¬ 
ty, voted yes. 

Residents there have 
also complained for 
years about the conten¬ 
tious relationship they 
have with the family 
that owns a home near 
the entrance. 

The entrance includes 
a small branch road, 
which surveyors have 
concluded is on property 
owned by that family. 

The family has since 
erected a fence across 
that portion of the road, 
which residents com¬ 
plain hinders their abili¬ 
ty to turn onto Highway 
248. 

Lewis, the attorney, 
reiterated that the fis¬ 
cal court has no control 
over the fence.

“You may have a valid 
argument, but that’s not 
for us to decide,” Lewis 
said. “That’s for someone 
in a black robe to decide, 
and that’s what I’ve 
been telling everyone.” 

Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway said he 
has fielded complaints 
for years about this 
issue, and is done doing 
so. 

“I’m done talking 
about Mallard Cove,” 
Conway said. “We can’t 
afford to take that road 
over. We can barely 
have enough funds to 
take care of the what we 
already have.” 

Recycling grant hoped for 

A grant application 
that will move Ander¬ 
son County’s recycling 
effort years ahead has 
been submitted and 


would provide funds 
for recycling bins and 
equipment. 

The fiscal court voted 
unanimously to allow 
Judge-Executive John 
Wayne Conway to pur¬ 
chase pre-approved recy¬ 
cling equipment once 
the grant is approved. 

“We need to give the 
judge the authority 
to spend this money,” 
said Magistrate David 
Ruggles, who chairs the 
fiscal court’s solid waste 
committee. “If we wait 
a week or two, we’ll be 
behind the 8 ball.” 

The grant, which 
requires a 25 percent 
match, will allow for the 
purchase of recycling 
trailers, a skid steer 
loader and bins that will 
be strategically placed 
around the county. 

Conway said the 25 


percent match will not 
cost direct taxpayer dol¬ 
lars. Instead he said it 
can be offset by labor, 
including that of prison¬ 
ers on release from the 
Shelby County Deten¬ 
tion Center. 

Magistrate Juretta 
Wells made a motion to 
allow the county attor¬ 
ney to draft a resolution 
that would allow Con¬ 
way to spend the money. 

It was unanimously 
approved.

County Clerk Jason 
Denny told magistrates 
that the annual delin¬ 
quent tax sale is sched¬ 
uled for Aug. 9 at his 
office. 

Denny said property 
owners have until April 
16 to pay their taxes, or 
they will be considered

I was talking with a friend of 
mine who does some work 
for me from time to time this 
week and found out some really 
interesting informa¬ 
tion. 

I’ve known 
“Ritchie” for quite 
some time, yet never 
really knew a lot 
about him personally 
Out of the blue he 
tells me how he has 
spent much of his 
young life in jail and 
even federal prison. 

I was taken aback 
about that, and cer¬ 
tainly had to ask lots 
of questions. 

Ritchie is a great worker and 
always has a good attitude. Him 
telling me of his past crimes and 
jail time shocked me. However, 
when he told me how his faith 


in God and his salvation are 
what kept him alive and got him 
through his ordeal, I was again 
shocked. 

He told me he cried out for God 
from his cell (he had spent a year 
in solitary confinement) to come 
into his life and save him. He said 
as a child he had been exposed to 
some Christianity. 

This exposure he called a seed. 
Jesus spoke of the seed in Mat¬ 
thew 13:20-23: “The seed falling 
on rocky ground refers to some¬ 
one who hears the word and at 
once receives it with joy. 21: But 
since they have no root, they last 
only a short time. When trouble 
or persecution comes because of 
the word, they quickly fall away. 
22: The seed falling among the 
thorns refers to someone who 
hears the word, but the worries of 
this life and the deceitfulness of 
wealth choke the word, making it 


unfruitful. 23: But the seed falling 
on good soil refers to someone who 
hears the word and understands 
it. This is the one who produces a 
crop, yielding a hundred, sixty or 
thirty times what was sown.” 

My friend Ritchie explained to 
me how blessed he was to have 
had the seed sown earlier in his 
life, as in his darkest hours he 
knew there was one person that 
would not abandon him, Jesus. 

This was an extremely touch¬ 
ing story to me and it holds true 
to us all. 

No matter how lost or alone we 
are, there is always our God and 
savior ready to answer our call. 

Are you living a life like seed 
sown on rocky ground, sown in 
thorns or in fertile ground?

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Busy February weekend for Anderson County firefighters 


No injuries reported 
in four separate blazes

To say it was a busy 
weekend for the Ander¬ 
son County Fire Depart¬ 
ment would be an 
understatement. 

During a 13-hour 
stretch, approximately 
40 firefighters from 
stations 1,2,4 and 5 
responded for four inci¬ 
dents, the first just after 
midnight Sunday morn¬ 
ing when a vehicle went 
up in flames on Beaver 
Lake Road. 

At 3 a.m., firefight¬ 
ers responded to a 
fire at 2046 Fox Creek 
Road. The owner wasn’t 
home at the time of the 
fire, which was appar¬ 
ently caused by a space 
heater. 

“We’re not sure if 
there was something too 
close to the heater or if 
the extension cord over¬ 
heated,” said Fire Chief 
Mike Barnes. 

“It was a total loss 
inside.” 

Firefighters then 
responded to a garage 
fire at 1135 Blackberry 
Drive around noon 


Sunday. Barnes said the 
owner had been work¬ 
ing with a drop light in 
the attic and laid it on 
a bench while taking a 
break. 

“Either the heat 
from the lamp or the 
bulb busting caught 
the bench on fire,” said 
Barnes, “and it went 
from there.” 

Barnes said firefight¬ 
ers did well to contain 
the blaze. 

“A few more minutes 
and it would have got 
to the house, which was 
about 10 feet away.” 

The garage was 
destroyed. 

An hour later, fire¬ 
fighters were called to 
yet another fire on Clay 
Burgin Road. Residents 
there had apparently 
used a butt can on the 
home’s front porch, 
which caught fire and 
scorched the homes 
front door and siding. 

No one was hurt in 
any of the fires, Barnes 
said, but it was a taxing 
time on firefighters. 

“I’m still sore in plac¬ 
es I forgot about,” said 
Barnes.

Child porn suspect 
2ets new court date

A Lawrenceburg 
man who told police 
he had “sexual desires 
for children” has a new 
hearing set for Shelby 
Circuit Court. 

The Shelby County 
Commonwealth 
Attorney’s office will 
be working on a plea 
agreement for Mark 
Hawks, which could be 
presented on his next 
court date April 16. 

Hawks, 50, was 
indicted in Anderson 
County July on 70 
counts of possession 
and distribution of 
child pornography. 

The charges include 10 
counts of first-degree 
distribution of mat¬ 
ter portraying a sex¬ 
ual performance by a 
minor, and 60 counts of 
possessing matter por¬ 
traying a sexual perfor¬ 
mance by a minor. 

All 70 indictments 
are Class D felonies. 

In Shelby County, 
he is facing 40 counts 
of distributing child 
pornography. He was 
charged with those 
offenses the day after 
he incurred those in 
Anderson County. 

Shelby County Com¬ 
monwealth Attorney 
Laura Donnell said the 
charges in Anderson 
County relate to Hawks 
allegedly possessing 
and distributing child 
pornography from his 
address here. She said 
the Shelby County 
charges are related to 
him distributing simi¬ 
lar images at his place 


of employment. 

The charges stem 
from a Kentucky State 
Police investigation 
that began outside 
Hawks’ home last 
March. 

In his affidavit 
for a search warrant, 
KSP Det. Bill Collins 
said he used the state 
police Child Protec¬ 
tion System to observe 
files being downloaded 
to Hawks’ Internet 
provider address on 
March 5. He said the 
files included names 
consistent with child 
exploitation files. From 
there his investigation 
revealed that Hawks 
was downloading child 
pornography. 

Collins wrote that he 
was also able to obtain 
Hawks’ Time Warner/ 
Roadrunner subscriber 
information from 
the company’s head¬ 
quarters in Herndon, 
Va., establishing that 
Hawks was receiving 
and transmitting files 
that contained child 
pornography. 

Hawks was arrested 
at his home in April 
2011, and his laptop, 
Blackberry phone and 
a thumb drive were 
confiscated. 

In his report, Col¬ 
lins said that after his 
arrest, Hawks admitted 
possessing and distrib¬ 
uting child pornogra¬ 
phy and that he has 
“sexual desires toward 
children,” according 
to documents on file 
in Anderson Circuit 
Court.

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Transfer rules 
need to be 
tightened

he situation regarding trans¬ 
fers in Kentucky high school 
sports is simply getting out of 
hand and I fear that it will eventu¬ 
ally threaten prep sports as we know 
them. 

Let it be said up front that the vast 
majority of transfers are legitimate 
and unnoticed by most fans. Most 
simply involve a family 
moving from one school 
district to another for any 
number of reasons. When 
someone relocates, get¬ 
ting information about 
the schools that children 
will attend is obviously 
a valid consideration. If 
those children want to 
play sports, and especially 
if they have ambitions of 
playing at the collegiate 
level, finding out about a 
school’s sports program is 
also valid. 

If someone wants to relocate to bet¬ 
ter a family’s situation, who is anyone 
else to tell them they can’t do that? 

But with that reality comes anoth¬ 
er stark reality: When you are dealing 
with the high stakes - individual and 
team - of athletic competition, there 
will always be someone finding a way 
to get around the rules that will skew 
the competitive balance. 

For as long as I can remember, 
there have been accusations of 
recruiting against certain high schools 
around Kentucky. Some always seem 
to have a talented basketball player 
move to town just when there was a 
need at the spot the kid played. Sever¬ 
al schools have been accused of using 
their influence with local businesses 
to secure a job for the parents of a tal¬ 
ented athlete. 

My take: Yes, it goes on quite a bit. 
It’s probably more than what the 
KHSAA wants to admit but probably 
less than most fans like to think. 

That brings us to a pair of high- 
profile transfer cases that have 
bolstered teams competing against 
Anderson County teams in recent 
weeks. 

The most well-known involves 
basketball. The one that might have 
affected an Anderson athlete or team 
the most was in wrestling. 

Those who follow Eighth Region 
basketball have been talking about 
what seems to be an incredible piece 
of good luck to hit Collins High School 
late in the basketball season. Back on 
Feb. 6, the school got a pair of new 
students, Terez (6-feet-6) and Norvis 
(6-4) Smith, who transferred from 
Trenton High School, just outside of 
Detroit, Mich. 

Our sister paper, The Sentinel- 
News, reported that the Smiths’ father 
got a job with the Ford plant in Louis¬ 
ville. The pair had played for Trenton 
up until the time they left with Terez 
making a big basket in that team’s 
win over Kennedy on Feb. 3. It was 
mentioned in the Trenton News-Her¬ 
ald. 

My immediate reaction was the 
KHSAA made the right call in allow¬ 
ing the Smiths to play. All indications 
are the move was simply that of a 
family getting an opportunity in 
another locale and there appears to be 
no wrong-doing by Collins. 

Since I live in Shelbyville, I can say 
those I have talked with were genu¬ 
inely surprised to see the young men 
show up at school. Those who have 
met the Smiths say they appear to be 
fine young men. 

But the more you think about it, 
something in the KHSAA rules that 
allow kids to play when moving late 
in the season just seems askew. 

(If someone wants to say this col¬ 
umn is sour grapes about Collins’ 
win over Anderson County in the 
30th District final, where one of the 
transfers scored five points and had 
eight rebounds, check online. You 
will see that a version of this column, 
sans this paragraph and one other, 
appeared at www.theandersonnews. 
com before that game.) 

Collins coach Chris Gaither was 
quoted in Friday’s Lexington Herald- 
Leader as saying, “They had no clue 
that Kentucky would allow them to 
play this year.” 

That quote speaks volumes. 

On the one hand, that indicates 
that the move was legit and there 
was no wrong-doing by Collins or the 
Smiths. But on the other hand, it also 
indicates that Kentucky’s transfer 
rules must be far different from other 
states.

The high hopes of Octo¬ 
ber met the cruel reality 
of March for the Anderson 
County girls’ basketball 
team Monday night.

Simon Kenton scored 16 
points off turnovers in the 


first half, building a 26-14 
halftime lead. 

Anderson was without 
senior Sydney Brown, who 
sat on the bench until just 
under four minutes were 


left in the game. When 
asked about her absence, 
Kays declined to elaborate. 
Anderson rallied from

McKee leads Anderson rally; 
Rice, Robinson fuel final push

They say defense wins champion¬ 
ships. 

But Friday night, it was heart, soul, 
immeasurable will and a relentless 
perseverance that served Anderson 
County’s drive to a fourth consecutive 
30th District title. 

Come to think of it, those traits really 
are the qualities of a great defense. 

And the Lady 
Bearcats needed 
all of them to 
overcome a Col¬ 
lins team that had 
won 22 games and 
might have been 
saving its best for 
the district final. 

Anderson over¬ 
came a 15-point 
third quarter defi¬ 
cit to claim a 47-43 victory on its home 
court. While it was not a showcase of 
the Lady Bearcats’ many talents, it was 
a testament to those boundless qualities 
that separate the good from the very 
good. 

“We just found a way to win,” said 
Anderson coach Tony Kays. “We gave 
up 29 points in the first half. That is 
too many. We have gotten better at (our 
defense) over the years. And we take 
pride in it.” 

The Lady Bearcats did it behind 
sophomore Eriel McKee, who scored 20 
points and claimed 10 rebounds. McK¬ 
ee’s most spectacular play came with 
just 71 seconds remaining. 

With Anderson desperately trying 
to come up with a turnover, McKee 
delivered, using hands quicker than a 
cobra to deliver the lethal blow to Col¬ 
lins’ upset bid. McKee swiped the ball 


from Collins’ all-region performer Aali¬ 
yah Wells at midcourt, then raced for a 
layup that gave Anderson its first lead 
of the game at 42-41. Wells appeared so 
stunned at the quick change of fortune. 

“Eriel was Eriel, making steals,” Kays 
smiled. 

“She was a beast!” Anderson sopho¬ 
more Makenzie Cann added. 

Forty seconds later, McKee struck 
again, stealing near mid-court - Collins 
faithful felt McKee got away with a 
push on the second steal - then driving 
for another layup to clinch the victory. 

“I just thought I had to do some thing 
to make up for that missed free throw,” 
said McKee, who had missed at the line 
just 10 seconds earlier. 

In between, Anderson had pushed 
the lead to 44-41 when Jessica Rice came 
up with a loose rebound, then started a 
fast break that ended with Corrin Rob¬ 
inson going for a layup. 

It was fitting that the freshman Rob¬ 


inson along with McKee and Rice, both 
sophomores, would play such a pivotal 
role late in the game. 

McKee had jump-started a listing 
Anderson team when she converted a 
three-point play midway through the 
third quarter. It started a 15-0 Anderson 
run that completely erased a 36-21 defi¬ 
cit. 

Still trailing 36-30 and struggling to 
score, Anderson called on Rice off the 
bench. She responded with a 3-pointer 
from the right wing that pumped more 
life in the Lady Bearcats and energized 
what had been a lethargic crowd that 
had seemed to be more interested in 
waiting for the boys’ district final after 
the girls’ game. 

“I was shaking. I thought it was 
short,” Rice said of her shot. 

“That was a momentum-changer,” 
Cann said. 

“If she didn’t hit that and they come 
down and score, we are in big trouble,” 


Kays noted. “Rice can hit 3-point shots 
and she plays good defense too. We play 
a lot of kids off the bench and on any 
given night it could be any of them. 
Tonight it was Rice.” 

Rice drew Anderson within 36-33 
with 5:39 to play. Just 59 seconds later, 
Robinson connected for a home run 
that tied things. 

Collins eased back out to a pair of 
three-point leads, the last coming when 
Skylar Clemons sank both ends of the 
bonus at the 1:54 mark. 

Cann, who suffered through an 
uncharacteristic 0-for-6 night from 3- 
point land, calmly swished a pair of foul 
shots with 1:23 left, setting up McKee’s 
spectacular steals. 

To say that Anderson struggled early 
would be an understatement. 

The Lady Bearcats shot just 37.5 per¬ 
cent for the game and saw countless 
shots rattle the rim, then pop out. 

“We had shots and they were good 
shots,” Kays said. “When you don’t 
make shots, that rim gets a little small¬ 
er. Then (Collins) got some momentum. 
Give them a lot of credit.” 

Collins jumped to a 10-0 lead and 
held advantages of 17-5 and 29-19 at the 
first two quarter breaks. 

Still, Anderson’s defense kept the 
Lady Bearcats within striking distance. 

“We just weren’t hitting our shots, 
but our defense took up for that,” Rob¬ 
inson said. “Our defense was the key 
and our defense is what kept us in the 
game.” 

“It was very frustrating but we final¬ 
ly pulled it together and got the win at 
the end,” Cann added. 

“We came in at halftime and I was 
not happy,” Kays said. “Most important¬ 
ly, they were not happy. 

“We took their best punch, but we 
were still able to find a way to win.”

Collins bigger, quicker in 
beating Bearcats for title

Some say basketball 
is a game of size. Others 
counter it is a game of 
quickness. 

Friday night, Collins 
proved they are not 
mutually exclusive. And 
when a team has advan¬ 
tages in both aspects, it 
can be very successful. 

Second-seeded Collins 
captured the school’s 
first 30th District 
championship, leading 
wire-to-wire in a 62-47 
decision on top-seeded 
Anderson’s home court. 

The Titans simply 
had the weapons. 

“I have to give their 
athleticism a lot of the 
credit. They are so much 
bigger and so much 
quicker than we are,” 
Anderson coach Glen 
Drury said. 

Collins jumped to a 
9-0 lead, then held off 
numerous Anderson 
comebacks bfore pulling 
away to a victory that 
looked more one-sided 
than it really was. Col¬ 
lins used an 8-0 run mid¬ 
way through the fourth 
quarter to turn a 42-38 
game into the romp. 

Dez Marshall started 
the spurt with a layup 
and on Anderson’s ensu¬ 
ing possession, Michael 
Brooks stole the ball in 
front of the Anderson 
bench, then drove for a 
layup. For all practical 
purposes, Anderson’s 
hope of winning its first 
district title since 2009 
was finished. 

“We had been making 
a run, but our runs were 
not sustained runs,” 
Drury said. “When we 
would make a little run, 
they would counter 
with some defensive 
play and we couldn’t do 
a lot about it leading to 
transition or a second 
shot on us. We played a 
highly-athletic club.” 

Collins coach Chris 
Gaither said adding 
Brooks, who had missed 
the first meeting when 
he played in the Border 
Bowl football game, was 
a major factor. “Brooks 
is our best defender,” he 
said. “He comes up with 
9 or 10 steals a game. 

He’s always around the 


ball. 

Anderson, which had 
beaten Collins 50-47 on 
Jan. 6 in Shelbyville, 
struggled to score 
against the ultra-ath¬ 
letic Titans. When the 
Bearcats somehow man¬ 
aged to get in the lane, 
the 6-foot-4 Marshall, 6-8 
Brian Stone or 6-7 Terez 
Smith were there to 
reject or alter shots. 

“Stone and Marshall 
are just so much big¬ 
ger and stronger than 
anyone we have,” Drury 
said. 

Stone, who has been 
hitting 75 percent of his 
shots to lead the state, 
scored 14 points, as did 
Marshall. Buddy John¬ 
son led Collins with 18. 

Forced to operate 
on the perimeter, the 
Bearcats could connect 
on less than 24 percent 
of their shots. 

“They were able to 
put pressure on our 3- 
point shooters,” Drury 
sighed. 

“One thing we knew 
we needed to do was stop 
(Darrin) Laswell and 
(Lowell) Gordon,” said 
Gaither, who is in his 
first year as head coach. 
“Michael Brooks and 
Johnson did a fabulous 
job guarding them.” 

Anderson was shut 
out for almost seven 
minutes before Jay 
Smith got free for a 
layup. Smith ended up

leading the Bearcats 
with 13 points, most 
coming on twisting 
moves in the lane that 
ended with the 5-11 
junior somehow scoop¬ 
ing the ball around the 
Collins shot-blockers. 

“Smith did a good job 
in getting his shot off 
against bigger people,” 
Drury noted. 

Laswell scored 11 
points for the Bearcats. 

Collins never led by 
more than 10 points 
until the final four 
minutes, but responded 
every time the Bearcats 
made a move. 

“Collins brought their 
A-game tonight,” Drury 
said. “I am very proud of 
our effort. They left it 
out there. 

“They understand 
that they didn’t play a 
bad game. They gave a 
great effort. They know 
they have a shot at win¬ 
ning the regional tour¬ 
nament.” 

Collins won its fifth 
straight and its 11th in 
the last 13 games to go 
22-10 on the year. Ander¬ 
son, which had won 
seven of eight going in, 
fell to 21-8 on the season.

or two ago, 

Justin was

I visited with 
Justin a month or so ago 
at his shop and he was 
still amazed at the posi¬ 
tive response he and Ed 
have gotten since moving 
the majority of the work 


to Anderson County. 

“I never thought 
I’d get this many deer 
heads to mount in the 
first year,” Justin told 
me as we toured around 
the shop full of white 
tail deer racks waiting 
to become proud wall 
decorations in hunters’ 
homes. 

I mentioned in last 
month’s column that 
Justin was headed to the 
annual National Wild 
Turkey Federation Con¬ 
vention in Nashville, 
Tenn., and planned to 
enter some of his mounts 
in the huge competition 
during the three-day 
main event. 

Justin and Ed made 
the trip down and with 
a couple of Justin’s best 
deer head mounts and 
some of Ed’s best turkey 
mounts. The competi¬ 
tion at this annual event 
comes from across the 
nation and can include 


entries from other coun¬ 
tries at times. Justin was 
awarded with a first 
place blue ribbon in the 
Commercial Class and a 
second place red ribbon 
in the Commercial Class 
for his only two entries. 

Not bad for a rookie 
taxidermist. 

Maybe next year he 
needs to enter more 
mounts? 

Ed, the veteran taxi¬ 
dermist, fared well as 
usual by winning the 
Overall Best Standing 
Bird portion of the com¬ 
petition. He also took 
home the Polytranspor 
Award for one of his 
birds. This is an award 
based on best paint tou- 
chup work on the bird. 
Congratulations to these 
two guys for their efforts 
and awards and good 
luck in the future as the 
business grows. 

One of the main high¬ 
lights of the convention 


was the donation that 
Justin and Ed made to 
another local company 
some of you may have 
heard of. Wild Turkey 
Distillery was given 
an expertly mounted 
standing gobbler tur¬ 
key perched on top of 
a handmade table. The 
table is made from actual 
bourbon barrel staves 
and the top is an actual 
bourbon barrel end cap 
lid. New plant manager 
Rick Robinson and our 
own world famous Wild 
Turkey Bourbon Master 
Distiller Jimmy Russell 
were presented the work 
of art in Nashville during 
the convention to be dis¬ 
played at the plant back 
here in good ole Ander¬ 
son County. 

Hunting and fishing 
licenses expire 

The end of February 
in Kentucky brings the 
official close to squirrel, 


grouse, crow and most 
furbearer seasons across 
the state. Bobcat trap¬ 
ping season also closes. 

Most importantly for 
hunters and fishermen 
alike is the expiration of 
their 2011-2012 Kentucky 
licenses required to hunt 
and fish. Those licenses 
expire at midnight Feb. 
29. New 2012-2013 sea¬ 
son licenses are required 
beginning March 1 and 
those will last for a year. 

Always check the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Depart¬ 
ment rules and regula¬ 
tions before purchasing 
to make sure you have 
proper licensing and 
permits to legally pursue 
what you’re after in the 
great outdoors. 

Fishing 

Normally only the 
extra die hard fisherman 
are headed to Kentucky’s 
many waterways to fish 
in February. That hasn’t 
been so much the case 
this year due to the mild¬ 
ness of our winter. I’ve 
seen boats headed to Tay¬ 
lorsville all winter. 

I got reports from 
some fishermen at the 
end of January that they 
had already caught lim¬ 
its of crappie on the due 
to the warmer than usual 
conditions. The striped 
bass should start running 
anytime too so be on the 
lookout and let me know 
what you’re catching for 
next month’s column. 

It’s the end of February 
and anything can hap¬ 
pen here in the Bluegrass 
State as far as weather 
goes but the fishing 
might just be incredible 
this spring. 

One note on a change 
to the regulations at the 
Taylorsville Wildlife 
Management Area (a 
good portion of which 
is located in Anderson 
County). All ponds locat¬ 


ed on the WMA are now 
under statewide regula¬ 
tions for all fish species. 
Most of the ponds previ¬ 
ously had special size and 
creel limits. 

Hunter education courses 

The new hunting 
and fishing seasons start 
March 1 so before it’s 
too late check with the 
Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources about sched¬ 
uled course dates. All 
hunters born on or after 
Jan. 1,1975 must carry 
a valid hunter educa¬ 
tion course completion 
card while hunting, in 
addition to the appropri¬ 
ate Kentucky hunting 
licenses and permits. 

Hunters under the age 
of 12 may hunt without 
a course completion 
card, but must be accom¬ 
panied by an adult at 
least 18 years of age who 
remains in a position to 
take immediate control 
of the child’s firearm. 

There is a one-time 
temporary hunter educa¬ 
tion exemption permit 
available online at fw.ky. 
gov. This $5.00 permit 
allows hunting without 
a hunter education card 
for one year from the 
date of purchase. After it 
expires, the hunter is no 
longer exempt and must 
successfully complete a 
hunter education course. 

Don’t let the opening 
day of season catch you 
unprepared to take your 
kid hunting this year. 

Get them in an early and 
free Hunter Education 
Course so when it comes 
time to go afield the 
memories that will last 
forever can start. Hunt 
and fish safely.

First quarter explosion sends Bearcats 
past Spencer County, into region 


Three Anderson 
players named 
All-Region

For three quarters of 
last Tuesday’s 30th Dis¬ 
trict semi-final, Anderson 
County and Spencer 
County were locked in a 
2-point battle for a berth 
in this week’s Eighth 
Region Tournament. 

There was only one 
problem for Spencer: The 
first quarter. 

Or, more precisely, that 
one quarter was full of 
problems for the Bears. 
Everything that Ander¬ 
son did during the first 
eight minutes worked. 
The Bearcats blistered 
the nets from 3-point 
range. They defended 
with a passion. Anderson 
dominated the back- 
boards. 

And the Bearcats built 
a 20-2 lead. 

It was more than 
enough for the Bearcats 
to get some revenge for 
Spencer’s district tour¬ 
nament win over the 
Bearcats last year that 
ended what, at the time, 
was the Eighth Region’s 
longest string of regional 
tournament appearances. 

“Our application of 
detail was as good as it 
has been early in the 
game,” Anderson coach 
Glen Drury said. “I have 
got to give our boys a lot 
of credit for taking the 
application to the next 
level.” 

The Bearcats were 


dominant in every phase 
of the game for eight 
minutes. 

Darrin Laswell 
swished a 3-pointer a 
minute in for the game’s 
first basket. It was a lead 
the Bearcats never relin¬ 
quished. 

“The first shot felt 
good,” said Laswell, who 
hit two more in the first 
quarter and another in 
the second. “After that, 

I was able to hit a few 
more.” 

Lowell Gordon also hit 
a trio of 3-pointers and 
matched Laswell’s total 
of 12 points. 

Inside, Spencer Rug- 
gles, Jay Smith and Seth 
Carmichael dominated 
the boards against a Spen¬ 
cer team that had caused 
the Bearcats some prob¬ 
lems in the first meeting. 
The trio combined for 23 
rebounds. 

“Just blocking out 
and putting a body on 
them” was how Ruggles 
described the Bearcats 
33-23 rebounding advan¬ 
tage that seemed much 
more. In the first quarter, 
it appeared the Bearcats 
were able to corral practi¬ 
cally every missed shot 
on both ends of the floor. 

And with Spencer 
scoring just two points in 
the first eight minutes 
there were plenty of 
missed shots. 

Anderson’s players 
admitted they were on 


a mission to prove they 
were the better team 
after losing to Spencer 51- 
50 in January. “Most defi¬ 
nitely,” Laswell said. “We 
did not feel we played our 
A game that night. We 
couldn’t catch a break. 

We couldn’t make a shot, 
couldn’t do anything.” 

And the Bearcats were 
prepared. 

“Coach Drury told us 
exactly what they would 
be doing,” Laswell added. 

“Coach Drury had 
them scouted well,” Rug¬ 
gles said. 

But even with the 
big lead, Drury was con¬ 
cerned about the possibil¬ 
ity of a comeback. 

“I got to give Spencer a 
lot of credit. They could 
have folded, but they still 
made it a game. At the 
same time, I knew they 
were going to have to 
take risks,” he said. 

But after the lead grew 
to 24 points early in the 
third quarter, Spencer 
started whittling away at 
the Bearcat lead. 

“We didn’t do a real 
good job of taking care 
of the basketball,” Drury 
said. “We got sloppy in the 
third quarter. You can’t 
allow a team back in the 
game when you get them

down like that.” 

Spencer cut the lead 
to 13 with a chance to get 
it even closer, but some 
heady play led to Ruggles 
scoring on a tip-in and, on 
the Bearcats next posses¬ 
sion, two free throws. 

Game, set and match. 

“That is where our 
experience came in. They 
have been through the 
wars,” Drury said. 

And Drury was liberal 
in his praise of the Bears. 

Spencer, which fin¬ 
ished at 11-20, dealt with 
injury issues off and on 
through the season. By 
the district, the Bears 
were an up-and-down 
team that gave Anderson 
some matchup problems. 
“I want to give them a lot 
of credit,” Drury said. “In 
the third quarter, I didn’t 
think we matched them 
mentally.... We should 
have been more aggres¬ 
sive.” 

That was not a prob¬ 
lem at the opening tip.

including three front end of 
the bonus situations, in the 
fourth quarter. The Bearcats 
blew a six-point lead in the 
final eight minutes. 

“Against a good, well- 
coached team, you can’t leave 
points on the floor. We did 
that the first time,” Anderson 
coach Glen Drury said. 

Still, Anderson has to feel 
confident, knowing that of the 
three teams the Bearcats could 
play in the first round of the 
region, two are ranked in the 
state’s Top 25. Despite a 22-10 
record, Owen is the other. 

The Rebels boast the Eighth 
Region’s Player of the Year, 6- 
foot-7 senior Sawyer Williams 
and the region’s Coach of the 
Year, Deven Duvall. Owen also 
has a strong perimeter player 
in senior Stone Osborne. Owen 
is also one of the biggest teams 
in the region, utilizing a front 
line that goes 6-4,6-5 and 6-7.

what I do. I love to play bas¬ 
ketball. Every day, I wake up 
and hope to get better and it 
has just gone by so quick.” 

Starting the last two years, 
Milam has shown the drive 
that endeared her to Ander¬ 
son fans from 2005-2008. An 
undersized (5-foot-ll) center, 
Milam simply worked. She 
became quicker and stronger.

Then you have the case of the 
Myers brothers, Austin and Stephen, 
both of whom won individual state 
wrestling championships for Camp¬ 
bell County on Feb. 18. Austin Myers 
defeated Anderson County’s Chris 
Fitzpatrick in the state quarter-finals. 

Interestingly, Campbell won the 
state team championship, as well. It 
would be presumptuous to say the 
Myers brothers were the reason. At 
the same time, take the points the 
brothers earned away and Campbell 
would be well down the line. 

There were some major questions 
raised about the fact that the brothers 
had been at Grant County, but trans¬ 
ferred to Campbell late in the season. 

In fact, an internet search lists one 
or the other brothers in connection 
with several high schools: Grant and 
Campbell in Kentucky along with 
some others in Ohio. 

Again, we can’t know all of the cir¬ 
cumstances behind the transfers. We 
never will. 

But it is easy to see why many have 
been upset. 


So what is the answer? I wish I had 
it. With job relocations, family and 
divorce issues and the simple fact that 
people might just want to move, regu¬ 
lating transfers and the effect high 
school sports is never easy. 

From this corner, it would be wrong 
to have a hard-and-fast rule that all 
transfers have to sit out one full year, 
regardless of the situation. We are 
talking about minor children and it 
would defeat one of the aims of high 
school sports - participation - to have 
such a rule. 

But there is also the issue of fair¬ 
ness in championship sports. And with 
that, it is not unreasonable to set a 
deadline when rosters should be set. 
That would not only apply to trans¬ 
fers but also to students who are in a 
school but quit playing one sport in 
order to play another in the same sea¬ 
son. Real life has reasonable deadlines. 
For instance, if someone relocates 
after a voting registration deadline, he 
sits out that election. 

Finding the balance between par¬ 
ticipation and championship fairness 
can’t be easy. But the proliferation of 
transfers, even though most are legiti¬ 
mate, is reason for concern.
